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OCCUPATIONS OF AGRICULTURAL 
STUDENTS. 


(By L. H. Bailey.) 

There is always much interest in 
the occupations of students who have 
attended colleges of agriculture. 
There does not seem to be similar in- 
terest in the destiny of students from 
other kinds of colleges. It has been 
assumed that all the students from a 
college of agriculture should neces- 
sarily engage in agricultural work. 
As a matter of fact, there is no more 
reason why all students from a col- 
lege of agriculture should be farmers 
than that all students from a college 
of mechanic arts should be mechanics 
or engineers, or from a college of law 
Should be lawyers, or from a college 
of medicine should be physicians. A 
college of agriculture is not obliged 
to justify its existence by showing 
that most of the students engage in 
agricultural occupations. 

Statistics of the Cornell College of 
Agriculture show that a very large 
proportion of the students who have 
been in attendance have taken up 
agricultural pursuits, and this in spite 
of the fact that the growth of the 


college has been so very recent that 
many of the students who have left it 
are still very young and are obliged 
to engage in almost any kind of pro- 
ductive occupation until they can se- 
cure money to purchase and equip a 
farm. 

Out of 1,467 replies from former 
students it is found that 65 per cent. 
are now engaged in general agricul- 
ture, ‘horticultural and dairy work, 
and that about 15 per cent have be- 
come teachers and officers in depart- 
ments of agriculture, agricultural col- 
leges and experiment stations, making 
a total of about 80 per cent that are 
now engaged in agricultural work of 
one kind or another. The probabili- 
ty is that if statistics could be se- 
cured ten years from now from these 
same 1,467 persons, a greater propor- 
tion than this would be found to be 
engaged in agricultural pursuits. 


During the years of great depres- 
sion in agriculture, 1880-1900, there 
was little inducement or reason for 
college students to go into practical 
agriculture. Conditions are now radic- 
ally changed. The economical handi- 
caps are being gradually removed. 
The processes of invention and edu- 
cation have extended to the country 
and the farmer is rapidly becoming 
a man of the world. 

There is a gradual shift in the 
standards of American life. People 
are beginning to understand that the 
emphasis has been placed too much 
on getting money and too little on 
good, wholesome living. When people 
come to transfer the emphasis from 
wealth to living they are likely again 
to become interested in agriculture. 
The spirit of the times is sympathetic 
towards farming; it has not been so 
in the past. A man need no longer 
feel himself ostracized and ridiculed 
because he is a, farmer. 5 

This interest in country life is 
bound to last. The country life move- 
ment, however is to be distinguished 
from the “back to the land’’ move- 
ment. The “back to the land” 
movement is the city man’s in- 
terest in farms. It is sometimes fad- 
dish and fictitions in expression, and 
often is not based on true economic 
values. The country life movement 
is the effort to make life more worth 


while for those who are already in 
the country. The “back to the land” 
movement will lose its present force, 
but the effort to improve country life 
will not disappear until its purpose is 
fulfilled. 

If we grant all this, it naturally fol- 
lows that if a man has ability and 
fits himself well he will find oppor- 
tunities in agriculture just as he has 
found them in other fields hereto- 
fore. 





A GREAT MILK PRODUCER. 


Bremer County has the best cow in 
the state of Iowa according to the 
yearly work in the Marsh Contest. 

Minnehaha Gerben De Kol owned 
at Cedarside just finished her year’s 
work, making for her owner, Mr. C. 
A. Nelson, 25,418.2 pounds of milk 
yielding nearly 1000 pounds of butter.

She 
was milked this year 1098 times or 
three times each day, never milking 
less than 50 pounds in a single day, 
and the largest milking was 92 
pounds in a single day. When you 
come to consider that she turned out 
in finished product more than one 
and one-half times her own weight 
each month, and then, the amount of 
raw materiai she had to consume to 
make this finished product, she is 
certainly a wonderful cow. Her con- 
sumption during the year was as fol- 
lows:

The calf was 
sold for $225.00, making a total in- 
come from the cow for one year of 
$542.73 or a clear profit for taking 
care of the cow of $414.93. 

These are great results, and like all 
great results were not arrived at by 
accident but through the very best of 
judgment. We find in this cow’s 
breeding some of the very best. Her 
dam was a niece of Shadybrook Ger- 
ben, the cow that made the record at 
the St. Louis fair. And her sire was 
a nephew of Colantha, 4th Johanna, 
the world’s record cow for several 
years.

She was not milked by 
any one man, aS many record cows 
are the entire year, but instead seven 
different men milked her at different 
times during the year. She was pro- 
tected from the heat and cold. She 
was not allowed to stand out and 
freeze in the winter or to stand out 
in the pasture in the summer and 
fight for her life against millions of 
flies. 

There is still another reason for 
these results that we must not lose 
sight of. These results as well as 
innumerable others have been brought 
about by the Philanthropic spirit of 
Mr. W. W. Marsh of Waterloo, who 
through his great desire to see the 
Dairy Industry, the most staple of all 
industries, developed to a more and 
better paying basis has given $1000 
at two different times as cash prizes 
to be distributed among the owners 
of the cows entered for a year ac- 
cording to their excellence. 


No one of these conditions alone 
has brought about the results, but 
the combined influence of all, and so 
Mr. Nelson thinks these contests very 
important to bring out the merits of 
the different cows. It shows the dif- 
ference between the good cow and 
the scrub. Mr. Nelson thinks it 
would be possible for all cows in 
Iowa to do as well as this one.—Bre- 
mer Co. (Iowa) Independent. 





COMMITTEE TO DRAFT AMEND- 
MENT TO NEW YORK STATE 
TUBERCULOSIS LAW. 


Twenty-three million 40-quart cans 
of “raw” milk shipped into New York 
City annualiy; 60,000,000 pounds of 
butter and 130,000,000 pounds of 
cheese manufactured annually— 
these are some of the figures that con- 
vince one of New York’s supremacy 
as a dairy state and that the dairy- 
ing interest is the largest agricul- 
tural interest of the state. 


To maintain New York’s supremacy 
—not alone in quantity of milk pro- 
duced, but in purity and _ healthful- 
ness of the product—was the under- 
lying motive impelling Commissioner 
of Agriculture Huson to summon the 
bovine tuberculosis conference held 
at the Capitol the 19th ulstant. 


Tuberculosis among the herds of 
the State is not decreasing, notwith- 
standing the efforts of the Agricul- 
tural Department during the _ past 
half dozen years in which, at the least 
calculation, a million and a half dol- 
lars have been expended and thous- 
ands of animals condemned and 
slaughtered. Commissioner Huson 
during his short incumbency of office 
has given careful consideration to 
the subject of tuberculosis in cattle 
and feels that the present provisions 
of the Agricultural Law governing 
these diseases are not as effective as 
they ought to be and that some change 
should be made in the law of the state 


to insure the purity and healthfulness 
of dairy products. 

Both practical and scientific men 
were invited to attend the conference 
—representatives of the great cow 
breeding associations; from the state 
grange; from the agricultural col- 
leges; from the state experiment sta- 
tion; the dean of the veterinary col- 
lege; the editors of the agricultural 
press; representatives of the health 
department and those charged with 
the duty of milk inspection of cities; 
these and others—50 people in all— 
responded and by their attendance 
signified the deep interest taken in 
Commissioner Huson’s suggestion. 

A whole afternoon was devoted to 
the discussion, and important amend- 
ments to the Agricultural Law were 
suggested. 

It was the sense of the conference 
that there should be a physical test 
of all dairy cows from which a pub- 
lic supply of milk is obtained and that 
those showing clinical evidences of 
tuberculosis should be killed; that all 
skim milk and whey from cheese fac- 
tories should be pasteurized before 
being fed to calves; that after mak- 
ing tuberculin test which shows evi- 
dences of tuberculosis a cow is kill- 
ed and a post mortem reveals that 
the disease was quite general the 
State shall compensate the owner to 
the extent of $15 and permit him to 
retain the hide and caracass. Under 
the present law the owner is award- 
ed 50 per cent. of the appraised 
value of the slaughtered animal. 

There was no disposition to detract 
from the efficacy of the tuberculin 
test, but it was the sense of all pres- 
ent there should be, in addition to the 
present law, a physical examination 
required of the herds of the state 
from which milk is being sold in 
liquid form, to eliminate forthwith 
all cows afflicted with tuberculosis in 
an advanced stage whose milk is a 
menace to the health of the people of 
the state.

prohibiting the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine of any shade of yellow. 
Mr. Huson’s resolution was discuss- 
ed during an entire session and bit- 
terly opposed by the oleomargarine 
interests which were present, but 
the resolution was adopted by an over- 
whelming majority. The purpose of 
Commissioner Huson in introducing 
the resolution prohibiting the color- 
ing of oleomargarine was not that of 
driving this product out of the mar- 
ket, but to prevent its being colored 
in imitation of butter. While’ the 
dairying interests are perfectly will- 
ing that oleomargarine shall be sold 
as such, they do not desire that it 
shall be put up in shape or appear- 
ance so that it can be palmed off up- 
on the purchaser as butter. Commis- 
sioner Huson in his argument stated 
that the dairy interests of this State 
were willing that the federal tax up- 
on oleomargarine shall be reduced so 
that oleo may be sold for much less 
than butter. At the present time 
colored oleo pays a tax of ten cents 
per pound, while the uncolored _pro- 
duct is taxed but one-quarter of a 
cent a pound. If there is no colored 
oleomargarine manufactured, neces- 
sarily the ten cents per pound pro- 
duct disappears and ‘honest oleo may 
be obtained at a reasonable figure by 
those desiring it, while the oleo as 
now colored and put up in semblance 
of butter will have no place in the 
market. If Congress enacts Commis- 
sioner Huson’s resolution into a law 
the public will hereafter be assured 





of receiving genuine butter when call- 
ing for the same, while those who 
desire to use oleo will not be depriv- 
ed of the opportunity of purchasing 
it and at a rate considerably less than 
butter prices.

For the delectation 
Knockers Take of those dairy papers 
Notice! that seem to derive 

their greatest pleas- 
ure from knocking the seven-day 
milk and butter test we would call 
their especial attention to the record 
of that eleven year old cow, Aralia 
De Kol, owned by A. W. Morris & 
Sons, of Woodland, Calif. This cow 
produced in one year 28,090 lbs. of 
milk, showing 913.86 Ibs. of butter 
fat, equal to 1142.32 Ibs. of butter 80 
per cent fat. It is not this fine rec- 
ord, however, that we wish to em- 
phasize, but, the seven day record 
that she made the week following her 
year’s work. In her official seven- 
day test beginning 365 days after 
calving Aralia De Kol produced 501.4 
Ibs. of milk, showing 17.12 Ibs. of 
fat, equal to 21.4 Ibs. of butter 80 per 
cent fat. The feature which will 
doubtless afford our contemporary 
publications the greatest satisfaction 
is the fact, substantiated by our 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry, 
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M. H. Gardner, that this record, made 
365 days after calving, shows an in- 
crease over her seven-day record at 
the beginning of her year’s. work. 
This should knock the bottom out of 
the knocker’s knock, but it won’t. 
You can’t knock anything out of a 
grouch. 

Our Jersey friends might also get 
a little insight into the characteris- 
tics of Holstein-Friesians by studying 
this record. We are going to politely 
ask them to “shut up” about Holstein- 
Friesians “not holding out” until they 
can produce a record that comes with- 
in scoring distance of this one.

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The great majority of 
subscribers to the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World are 
as prompt as clock-work in the pay- 
ment of subscriptions. Many are 
even paid five years in advance, but 
always there are some who, like the 
old Revolutionary muskets, “hang 
fire.’ Such delinquents cause _ the 
publisher no end of annoyance. He 
not only earns his money but fre- 
quently earns it twice or three times 
—the getting it being a much more 
strenuous undertaking than the earn- 
ing it. 


Cash Up! 


Now, however, the publisher has an 
added incubus. He has not only the 
delinquent subscriber on his hands, 
he ‘has also the Postoffice Department 
on his back, and the latter fines him 
because the former won’t pay him. 
Here is a letter recently received 
from the Third Assistant Postmaster 
General, James J. Britt: 


Publisher of Holstein-Friesian World, 
Ithaca, N. Y. 
Sir: 

Your attention is invited to amend- 
ed paragraph 3, section 436, of the 
Postal Laws and Regulations, appear- 
ing in the December, 1911 Postal 
Guide, reading as follows: 

“The right of publishers to extend 
in good faith credit on subscriptions 
is recognized and will not be abridg- 
ed, and although all subscriptions are 
regarded as expiring with the period 
for which they were obtained, never- 
theless, in order to give an oppor- 
tunity to secure renewals, copies of 
their publications will be accepted 
for mailing as to subscribers at the 
usual second-class rates of postage 
for a period of one year from the date 
of expiration; but copies sent to per- 
sons after one year from the date of 
the expiration of their subscriptions 
unless such subscriptions be express- 
ly renewed for a definite time, to- 
gether with an actual payment of 
subscription or a bona fide promise 
of payment, will not be accepted at

the pound rate, but will be accepted 
at the transient second-lass rate of 
‘one cent for each four ounces or frac. 
tion thereof, prepaid by Stamps ‘af. 
fixed.” 

The purpose of this regulation ig to 
give publishers a reasonable Oppor- 
tunity to secure renewals of gyp. 
scriptions, and at the same time re- 
lieve the postal service of the pur. 
den of carrying copies of publications 
as to subscribers at the usual second- 
class rates of postage to persons who 
are not such in fact. 

In order that the Department may 
ascertain whether the regulation jg 
being uniformly complied with, you 
are requested to furnish, with regard 
to the circulation of the next issue 
of your publication, the information 
asked on the reverse side of this 
sheet, sending it under cover of the 
inclosed official envelope, which re- 
quires no postage.

We will here explain that the “one 
cent for each four ounces or fraction 
thereof’ does not mean four cents a 
pound so far as the Holstein-Friesian 
World is concerned, since each pa- 
per must have a stamp affixed re- 
gardless of weight. The World being 
a weekly is issued 52 times a year, 
consequently each delinquent  sub- 
scriber costs the publisher 52 cents 
per year postage. 

The publisher of the World can- 
not (If it could it would not) pay 52 
cents a year for the privilege of mail- 
ing it to deadhead subscribers. So 
we serve notice that those who have 
not renewed their subscriptions by 
the first of the new year will be drop- 
ped from the list. Since they are ow- 
ing for subscription, if they do not 
pay their back subscription volun- 
tarily, they will have an opportunity 
to settle with a newspaper collec- 
tion agency. 

We are sometimes asked why we do 
not stop the paper when the paid in 
advance subscription expires. There 
are several reasons for this: First 
and foremost, we do not stop papers 
because by far the great majority of 
our subscribers do not want their 
subscriptions stopped. They expect 
to take the World as long as they are 
in the Holstein-Friesian breeding 
business. They prefer to pay on pre- 
sentation of bill, and avoid all trouble 
of stopping and starting and loss of 
important numbers of the paper. 
This method adapts itself to the sub- 
scribers convenience. 

In the second place, it saves the 
publisher a large amount of unneces- 
sary labor. It is probable that the

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occasional person, who thinks he 
knows how a subscription list should 
be handled better than the _ pub- 
lisher himself, who has had years of 
experience, does not try to look at the 
matter from the publisher’s stand- 
point, and knows absolutely nothing 
as to the requirements in detail. He 
seems to think that there is no detail 
of execution, that these things come 
about by a mere act of violation, a 
simple exercise of executive nisus, 
analagus to the touching of an elec- 
tric button. 

A mailing list is not such a simple 
thing as may be supposed. It is not 
one alphabetically arranged list of 
names. The mailing list is made up 
for the accommodation of the post- 
office and not the publisher. It is 
made up by states, by postoffices and 
by trains. To locate a certain sub- 
scriber the state must first be locat- 
ed then the train and then the post- 
Office. 

The Holstein-Friesian World in ad- 
dition to its mailing list, keeps a card 
catalogue of all its subscribers. To 
remove a subscriber from the list he 
must first be located in the list, then 
located in the card index and then 
the printer must revise the _ type. 
When a name is to be restored, the 
proper place in the list must be lo- 


cated, the card catalogue must be re- 
vised, the name must be reset and 
then replaced in the type forms, a 
proof made and read. 

Occasional letters that we receive 
in response to urgent requests for 
payment of back subscription, read as 
though they thought the publisher 
was running some kind of a_ skin 
game. Let us look the matter square 
in the face and see if this is the case. 

Every Holstein-Friesian World that 
leaves the office has the date to which 
subscription is paid printed on the 
yellow mailing tag attached to the 
wrapper, and should be the first thing 
to be seen by the subscriber on re- 
ceipt of his paper. In the caption 
on the editorial page of every paper 
published is a paragraph reminding 
that this date is printed on the mail- 
ing tag, it also requests the subscriber 
in case that he does not want the 
paper longer, to notify the publisher. 
It does not seem to us to be a very 
burdensome requirement for a_sub- 
scriber to drop a publisher a postal 
with a simple request to discontinue 
his paper. 

One other reason why we have not 
made a rule to stop papers on expira- 
tion of advance payment, is that we 
have never insisted on advance pay- 
ment. We have always been ss satis- 


fied if we could get payment of a 
commodity of any kind after it was 
delivered. We do not see why the 
publishing business should be differ- 
entiated from all other kind of busi- 
ness in this particular. It is an old 
saying that a good paymaster pays 
when the work is done. Nearly every 
retail dealer or merchant expects to 
get thirty or sixty days time on his 
purchases in which to turn the goods 
into money before paying. On prin- 
ciple, why should a subscriber to a 
periodical be required to pay in ad- 
vance and his paper stopped as soon 
as the dead-line date of his advance 
payment is passed? 

The whole play has been worked 
up by those papers whose questionable 
character, and the character of their 
subscription lists, are such that ad- 
vance subscriptions are necessary to 
their continuance, and they have di- 
verted attention from themselves by 
raising a howl against papers that do 
not require advanced payment, as 
though they were running a shell 
game of some kind. 

Well, we have got our orders, and 
our delinquent subscribers may con- 
sider that their probation ends with 
December. Cash up!
